Accident at tho Klcclrlc Power tita- 


•tton "Cause* Troubles in tho 


Stores and 'rhc.-n.tres. 


There wns a dark 
throe 
minutes 


which seemed much longer throughout 
the city Saturday ntgrht. Svcry service 
on the island which wns dependent up- 
on tile local Illuminating station 
was 


temporarily dead, and coming as It did 
In tne height.of iho Saturday evening 
shopping on Thames street- It wns : 
serious thing tor the stores. It was ser 
ioua In the theatres, 
too, for 
these 


were crowded and naturally the au- 
dience's became 
uneasy. 
Kvcn the 


streets were unusually dark, as there 
failed to be the reflected llg-ht 
from 


shop windows. H showed to what ex- 
tent electricity Is depended upon. 


Because there has 
been so 
little 


trouble of this kind many places were 
not prepared with gas and while some 
of tlyj big stores lighted gas at 
once 


others were in'darkness. At the Colon- 
ial Theatre the electric gas 
lighting 


service came Into play, for as soon as 
It was found that the loss was 
only 


momentary the «as was 
turned 
on 


throughout the house and lighted from 
the stage. This proved to be a decided 
improvement, as elsewhere It was ne- 
cessary to run around-with tapers and 
matches (o light each burner. 


-> In some stores the shoxipers 
were 
nearly thrown into a panic, 
us 
the 


light was snuffed out without warning 
and there were few which were 
not 


crow-dod. On such an occaslpnf ol' course 
the storekeepers feel sure that 
they 


3iave lost something from their coun- 
ters by .the.presence of dishonest per- 
sona. The street cars lost their power 
and were also In darkness. 


-The 
oauso pf the .trouble was at the 


power station and was 
-the working 


loose uf a brush 
on .the electrically 
driven exciter. This caused 
a shor1. 


circuit, which 
cut down 
.the voltage 
on the .turbines and l-hcy drc-pped out 
of business under the heavy toad car- 
ried. It was necessary to start up the 
auxiliary steam-driven 
exciter before 


the .big turbine generators could take 
up ,:hc load again. 


The young man who was standing 


watch was necessarily on the jump at- 
tending 
to 
these 
details, and It is 


considered that he showed KOod head- 
work _ and able execution to have tho 
machines started again so soon. First 
he looked our. for 
the 
conniu'rcial 


lights, HiL' 
the cars and 
linally the 


street lights, and 
within 
i'o minutes 
had all going again. Since It meant 
picking up a very heavy load in start- 
ing, U la surprising that it .was done 
so well. 
. Perhaps naturally many rushed to 
their telephones to call up the power 
station, but again 
naturalJy 
they 


failed to secure an 
answer. In the 


first place, the loss of current cut off 
tlie ringing power at central as well 
as causing darkness. This necessita- 
ted throwing In the storage batteries 
at central for use In ringing, and so a 
little time was necessary 
to resume 


working. -Then 
It proved 
to be 
an 


impossibility to "raise" the power sta- 
tion. The man on watch had h!s hands 
full and no time to answer the tele- 
phone. . Some may 
have .thought lie 


should, .but had he done so it would 
have greatly delayed 
tho -lights, be- 


sides 
giving those 
who 
lost their 
lights a. chance to make some one else 
mad besides .themselves, as question- 
ing at that time could only have done.
